This is in response to the Office Action dated September 24, 2004. The 
Examiner has issued a restriction requirement indicating that election must be made of 
the species of Figures 1-4, 8 and 9, the species of Figures 5 to 9, or the specie/s of 
Figures 10-12. By this Response, Applicant elects the species of Figures 1-4, 8 and 9 
for examination. 
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Currently, claims 1, 12 to 14, 16, and 21 to 23 are generic, claims 2 and 15 are 
readable on the elected species only, and claims 5 to 1 1 are readable on the elected 
species as well as the non-elected species of Figures 5 to 9. 

Claims 3 and 4 are readable on the non-elected species of Figures 5 to 9 only. 

Claims 17 to 20 are readable on the non-elected species of Figures 10 to 12 

only. 

An action on the merits of claims 1 , 2, 5 to 16 and 21 to 23, all readable on the 
elected species either alone or in addition to one or both of the remaining non-elected 
species, is hereby respectfully requested. 

By this election, and in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.142(b), the claims directed 
to the species of Figures 5 to 9 and Figures 10 to 12 alone are withdrawn. Applicants 
reserve the right to file Divisional applications on the claims of these species. 
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
